Ifthe 
crisis had developed into a riot; wlfoshall -say 
what aright not have been the awful results, 
with the fearful tales, of tragedy we might

. THT, SHARE MARKET A ‘FECTED. 


Messrs. Erich Georg & Co. make the following | 
remarks concerming the typhoon in their share 
‘report of to-day's date :—Since the issue of our 
last circular very little has been done in shares, 
business having been interrupted, partly by the 
typhoon which passed over the Colony on the. 
18th inst and partly ow ng to the Jewish, new 
year holidays.: On the morning of the rfth in- 
stant the centre of a pphoon Passed over the 
Colony, and, ‘although it spent ite force in the 
short time between 9 and-11 a.m, the havoc’ 
wrought on whore and afloat, especially on the- 
water, is terrible to contemplate, and the losses 
are calculated to amibunt to several millions of 
dollars, besides cauging a fearful loss of life 
afloat: On the Hongkong side ofthe harbour 
hardly'a wharf or pier remained undamaged, 
but we are glad to say, that the wharf of the 
Hongkong, Canton and ee Steamboat Com- 
pany sustained comparatively litle damag 
On the Kowloon side the newly built landing 
stage and shelter of the Star’ Ferry Company ip 
nearly gone, and ofthe thice fine long piers of 
the Hongkong and . Kowloop-.Wharf and 
Godown Company two-are badly damaged, 
having been stripped .of all the upper wood- 
-work, only the piles remaining standing, This 
Company had also neatly all their lighters 
sunk, of which, however, so1e have already 
-been raised, and it is expected that the majority 
of them will ke recovered.
